MP heads a bid to forge trade and cultural links for district 


CHINESE TWIN 
TOWN HOPES 


CHERWELL is believed to be one of the 
first districts in the country to forge a 
twinning link with a city in China. 

Banbury MP Tony Baldry is leading 
moves to link Cherwell District Council 
with Xishuangbanna. 

The agreement could see the Chinese 
government funding Mandarin lessons in 
Banbury and Bicester. 

And youngsters from Xishuangbanna are 
likely to attend colleges in North 
Oxfordshire to learn English and take voca¬ 
tional qualifications. 

Council leaders hope it could also kick-

start trade and promote tourism between 
the two areas. 

Xishuangbanna has links with Austin, 
Texas, while Banbury is twinned with 
Ermont, in France, and Hennef, in 
Germany. 

Sir Tony signed a 'letter of intent' 
between the council and Xishuangbanna 
Dai Nationality Autonomous Prefecture to 
establish "sister city" status.

Sir Tony said: "1 think the 
whole of the UK, and the world, 
needs to take on board the size 
of China and its importance in 
the world. 

"From our perspective it gives 
us the opportunity of establishing 
businesses links with China. 

"As with any twinning agree¬ 
ment it's going to take time to 
build up relations - it's what both 
sides make of it. 

"But the Chinese have been 
here, have been to Bicester. They 
like North Oxfordshire, and are 
very keen to take the twinning 
arrangement forward. 

"Apart from cities like Bristol, I 
suspect we are one of the first 
district areas to be linked to an 
area of China." 

He said: "I think it's a reflec¬ 
tion of the fact that Cherwell 
District Council is forward look¬ 
ing and one of the areas definite¬ 
ly going to grow in the 21 st cen¬ 
tury is China. Deepening the 
links can only be good."

Xishuangbanna and the district 
will visit their respective twin-

the Yunnan Province in 
the South-West of China 
near the border with 
Thailand, Laos and 
Burma. 

• It has a population of 
about about 994,000. 

• In order to create the 
link with Cherwell, it 
had to get permission 
from China's government. 

• It is one of the few tropical 
areas in China, and its main 
economic activities are rubber 
and tea. 


ning partners, he said. 

Rose Turner, principal of 
Banbury and Bicester College, 
said: "Education is a particular 
area of interest for the partner¬ 
ship and the agreement signed 
with Jinghong College will pro¬ 
vide fantastic opportunities for 
staff and students."

"How it will directly effect 
businesses in Cherwell I don't 
know at this stage." 

■ Cherwell's executive will be 
asked on Monday to look at set¬ 
ting up a committee to develop 
the link.

Legal fight looms 


over new housi ng 


COUNCIL chiefs are seeking legal 
advice after four major planning appli¬ 
cations were given the green light by 
the government on appeal. 

Cherwell District Council has hit out at 
the decisions to approve almost 400 homes 
that it had thrown out. 

Developers have won appeals over 145 
homes east of Bloxham Road near Salt Way, 
Banbury and 70 off Bourne Lane, Hook 
Norton. 

Two further applications for 75 homes off 
Barford Road, Bloxham and 85 near Milton 
Road, Bloxham, were also approved. 

Eric Pickles, Secretary of State for the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government, last week ruled the homes 
could be built.

The council is not getting enough homes 
built to meet demand for the next five years, 
he said. 

None of the sites are included in the 
council's local plan of where major estates 
will go. 

Lead member for planning Michael 
Gibbard: "This flies completely in the face of 
both localism and the plan making process. 

"Cherwell District Council is now taking 
expert legal advice and if appropriate will 
take action to counter these appalling deci¬ 
sions." 

He said: "We are confident that we now 
have the necessary five-year land supply fol¬ 


lowing approval of other major planning 
applications. However, some of these devel¬ 
opments have yet to be completed and this 
is what developers are challenging. 

"As a council, we have considered the 
views of local people, and we have done 
what is asked of us by approving develop¬ 
ment in areas we believe are sustainable. 

"After that our hands are tied as it is up to 
the developers to decide when they are built 
within the designated timescale." 

Councillors threw out the plans as they 
said they were in the wrong place and con¬ 
trary to the local plan. 

Last week Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
said the decisions were the "most disap¬ 
pointing" affecting the constituency in his 30 
years as an MP.

Hearing held 
in scrap trial 

■ N OXON: A pre-trial 
hearing has been held in a 
second case where Thames 
Valley Police sent undercover 
officers into a scrapyard. 

Police raided Smiths of 
Bloxham, in Milton, near 
Banbury, in May last year and 
charged five men as part of 
Operation Symphony. 

Peter Smith, 68, of Bloxham 
Road, Bloxham; Tommy 
Smith, 36, of Bloxham Road, 
Bloxham; Joey Smith, 23, of 
Milton Road, Adderbury; 

Henry Penfold, 21, of 
Tadmarton Road, Bloxham; 
and Matthew Miles, 25, of 
Main Street, Great Bourton, all 
deny charges of attempting to 
acquire and convert criminal 
property. 

The men are bailed until 
their trial, which is due to start 
on November 4 this year.

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Tenants downsizing 
due to bedroom tax

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As Labour leader Ed Miliband pledges 
to scrap the 'bedroom tax' we take a 
look at how people in Oxfordshire have 
been affected. MARK TAYLOR and

RESIDENTS took to the 
streets, MPs protested, but 
nothing could stop the 
welfare reform labelled the 
bedroom tax. 

In April, the Government cut 
the benefit people could get if 
they were deemed to have a 
spare bedroom in their council 
or housing association home. 

The policy meant council 
tenants lost between 14 and 25 
per cent of housing benefit if 
they had "spare rooms". 

Now Oxford City Council is 
expected to ratify plans to bring 
its housing policy into line with 
the Government's size criteria. 

It means children of different 
sexes could have to share a 
room until they are 10, and 
children of the same sex could 
have to share up to age 16. 

The Government says the 
policy makes better use of 
unused space in homes, but 
opponents argue that it hits 
large families. 

As a result some tenants, 
such as Banbury single sum 
Tamsyn Moth, have moved to a 
smaller home. 

Miss Moth said she and her 
children Madison, six and 
Harper, three, moved in April 
just before the changes began. 

The 40-year-old downsized 
from her three-bedroom home 
in Bretch Hill to a two-bedroom 
home in Thornbury Place. 

She said: "We took part in an 
exchange but were forced to 
move. You feel up in the air. 

"Labour have said if they are 
the new Government they will 
scrap it. Does that mean we all 
get to move back? 


"That is why I won't vote. 
They are full of hot air making 
promises they won't keep." 

Miss Moth said the demands 
of childcare prevented her 
working full-time, but by 
working part-time she would 
suffer, and applied for housing 
benefit to cover her £105-a- 
week rent. 

For Darren Belcher the tax 
meant his benefits were cut. 

He lives in Blackbird Leys 
with wife Rachael and children 
Kaya, 12, Charlotte, 11, Misty- 
Lee, nine and Darren, seven. 

Under the bedroom tax rules, 
Kaya and Charlotte should be 
sharing a room, as should 
Mi sty-Lee and Darren. 

But they refused to move to a 
smaller home, and had their 
benefit cut by 25 per cent 
because the Government thinks 
that two bedrooms are "spare". 

Mr Belcher, 46, said: "I don't 
believe girls and boys should 
have to share when they get to 
that age. Two of them are 
coming up to teenagers. 

"The council can't do 
anything. It's the Government's 
fault, but I've had it with the lot 


of them anyway." 

Oxford's housing boss 
admitted facing a "moral 
dilemma" in forcing children of 
new council tenants to share 
rooms until they are well into 
their teens. 

Scott Seamons said the 
Government's removal of its 
spare room subsidy had forced 
the council's hand. 

The council's current policy 
says only children of mixed 
gender under the age of seven 
have to share a room. 

Labour councillor Mr 
Seamons said: "The moral 
dilemma for us is that we 
would be unwilling to place 
people in properties they would 
be unable to afford as a result 
of the bedroom tax. 

"But at the same time, we 
don't agree with the 
Government. 

"When they get to 10 years 
old, kids can be going through 
puberty. We don't think 
children of different sexes 
should have to share a room at 
that age." 

Rose Hill and Donnington 
Advice Centre boss Carole 


Roberts is also worried. 

She said: "If you have 
children under age 10 you will 
usually only be allocated a two- 
bedroom house, but what 
happens when those children 
get over 10 and deserve their 
own rooms? 

"I understand the council has 
to go along with the 
Government, but it's going to 
lead to families being 
cramped." 

The council will also close its 
housing waiting list to people 
without a link to Oxford, but 
Mr Seamons said this was just 
an extension of existing 
policies. 

He said: "In the past we have 
always prioritised those with a 
local connection. All we are 
doing is restricting the register. 

"By allowing people who 
didn't live in Oxford on to the 
list didn't mean they had much 
chance of getting housed 
anyway as the list is so long." 

Concerns about the bedroom 
tax have come from academics. 

Fran Bennett, a research 
fellow with Oxford Institute of 
Social Policy, said: "The council 
is in a difficult position. 

"The way in which the 
Government is tackling the 
deficit is affecting low-income 
families and those with 
children, and this is partly to do 
with welfare reform." 

She also raised concerns that 
benefits claimants would 
increasingly rely on 
discretionary housing payments 
to fill the gap between benefits 
and high rents in the private 
sector.

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Emergency services say that pranksters are putting people's lives at risk 


The high cost of hoaxes 


THOUSANDS of hoax 999 
calls are causing huge 
problems for the emergency 
services in Oxfordshire and 
"putting lives at risk", 
senior figures warn. 

New figures show prank 
callers as young as seven years 
old have been making false 
calls. 

The costs of taking hoax calls 
mean the emergency services 
lose tens of thousands of 
pounds each year as they 
cannot risk failing to answer in 
case people may be in real 
trouble.

Police, fire and ambulance 
chiefs say that those responsible 
often do not realise their actions 
divert valuable resources from 
real emergencies. 

Calls have varied from a man 
claiming to be stuck on a 
mountain in Wallingford and a 
nine-year-old from Oxford 
making up an incident, to 
repeat calls from someone with 
mental health issues. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
say the cost for sending a fire 


engine out on a call is £333. 

For Oxford alone since 2008 
hoax calls have cost the fire 
service more than £11,000. 

For the entire county over the 
last five years 235 hoax calls 
have cost the service more than 
£78,000. 

The average cost of each 
incident the ambulance service 
attends is £247. 

In the last two years there 
have been 62 hoax calls to the 
ambulance service from Oxford, 
costing about £15,000. 

The number of hoax calls to 
Thames Valley Police has risen 
every year since 2009 and is on 


target to beat last year's total. 

According to a Freedom of 
Information request last year it 
averaged almost one a day 
across Oxfordshire. 

Jim Templer, deputy head of 
control room and enquiries 
department at Thames Valley 
Police, said call handlers were 
becoming more stringent but 
still needed to react in case of a 
real emergency. 

He said: "We take hoax and 
nuisance calls extremely 
seriously. 

"They disrupt the service that 
we are trying to provide and 
can often have a severe impact

Nurses to aid 


police patrols 


TRIAGE nurses are to join Oxfordshire 
police officers on call-outs as part of a 
new pilot scheme. 

It is hoped that the nurses will be able 
to help in cases where individuals have 
mental health problems. 

Seven forces around the country, 
including Thames Valley Police, have 
been chosen to test out the Department 
for Health street triage plan. 

Oxfordshire is the only area in Thames 
Valley where the scheme is being tested 
out, and, if successful, it will be 
implemented elsewhere. 

It is being funded by the Department 
for Health. 

Nurses will join foot patrols, assist on 
emergency calls and sit in control rooms. 

Their aims will be to improve the way 
people with mental health problems are 
treated during emergencies. 

Thames Valley Police assistant chief 
constable Richard Bennett said: “It is 
vital that we continue to work closely 
with our partners in both health and 
social services to ensure people with 
mental health and learning disability 
needs get the help and support they 
require as quickly as possible.”

on the community we are trying 
to serve. 

"We also have huge problems 
with nuisance calls and come 
down very heavily on the people 
we track down. 

"We can work with phone 
companies to shut off lines and 
look to impose jail terms for 
persistent offenders. Hoaxes also 
block up lines, so that genuine 
callers cannot get through. 

"Earlier this year we had a 
woman call us to say she was on 
her way to Birmingham, had left 
her cooker on, and could we go 
and turn it off? 

"She was quite happy for us to 
break into her home. How do 
you classify a call like that? 

"It wasn't a hoax, but it was a 
nuisance, and calls like that are 
becoming more common." 

Police can cut off lines, fine, 
or even jail those responsible. 

Since 2011, the South Central 
Ambulance Service has logged 
742 hoax calls. 

From July 2012 to July 2013, 
it sent ambulance crews to 62 
hoax calls in Oxford, 47 in 
Didcot, eight in Bicester, two in 
Kidlington, two in Banbury, five 
in Abingdon, one in Witney and 
three in Chipping Norton. 

Aubrey Bell, area manager for 


Oxfordshire Ambulance Service, 
said: "Ambulances and their 
crews are a lifeline to those in 
need, so to take those away from 
people in need is a selfish act 
that can have a huge impact. 

"The consequences of these 
calls can be deadly when you 
are dealing with an ambulance 
service that covers a wide area. 

"People think it is fun or a 
laugh, but the cost of sending an 
ambulance out on a hoax call 
when it could be needed 
elsewhere is unimaginable." 

Rob Macdougall, group 
manager at Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: "The issue 
for us is when we get a call we 
have to respond. 

"We are trying to be more 
vigilant now and push people 
for details to cut down the 
hoaxes but we can't take any 
chances. 

"Ten years ago it was mainly 
kids in telephone boxes but we 
are seeing a drop in that. We 
can track hoax calls from 
mobiles. 

"We'll get people smashing 
smoke alarms accidentally, or on 
purpose when there is not fire, 
and it diverts resources from 
where they are needed."

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■ Historians launch project to help local people find their family roots 


The DNA database 


A GROUP of amateur historians 
are trying to collect the DNA of 
people in Oxfordshire to help 
build family trees. 

The Oxfordshire DNA project is 
being run by the Oxfordshire Family 
History Society.

So far, 24 people have sent off a 
sample of their DNA to a US 
laboratory to have it scanned. 

The hope is that hundreds more 


will follow, and names of families 
such as Merry, Buckingham, 

Saunders, Townsend and Wheeler are 
among those researchers are looking 
into.

database of thousands to match 
people up from around the world. 

Sue Honore, of the OFHS, said she 
wanted hundreds of people to sign up 
to the project. 

Mrs Honore, 57, said: "More and 
more people are turning to DNA to 
research their family history, because 
the paper trail tends to run out after 
six or seven generations. 

"Often in history people come from 
what we call non-paternal 
events, so we can't find 
connections with their 
ancestors on paper. 

"That is where DNA 
can become useful. It 
can take you further 
back." 

So far, no one from 
the Oxfordshire DNA 
project has managed to 
find a concrete connection 
through DNA testing. 

But, said Mrs Honore, as more 
people sign up, everyone's chances of 
finding a match will improve. 

So far, she has found two possible 
matches, one in America and one in 
the UK, with whom she is hoping to 
find a genealogical link. 

Co-administrator on the project, 
Richard Merry, is an Australian whose 


grandfather emigrated from Oxford to 
Tasmania in 1904. 

Mr Merry's most distant ancestor, 
who he has fully documented, is a 
Richard Merry born in 1640 in 
Eynsham, although there are other 
clusters of Merrys in the county. 

He said one reason for trying DNA 
was to see if he could find links with 
one or more Merry groups in 
Oxfordshire. 

So far DNA has not given him all 
the answers, but he hopes he 
will find connections in the 



next few years. 

He has gained 
considerable expertise on 
DNA, hence his idea to 
form the project. 

As well as the Merry line,

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Farmers tap into 
the drugs market 

■ ... and the morphine poppies are all legal 


AT least six farming 
businesses in Oxfordshire 
are currently growing 
poppies for a drugs 
company. 

The poppy growing in the 
county is helping to meet 
demand for morphine in the 
production of medicines and 
pain-killing drugs. 

Hundreds of acres of land 
in the county have just been 
harvested for morphine 
production, bringing in 
income for hard-pressed 
farmers. 

The lilac-coloured poppies 
are different to the plant used 
to produce heroin in 
countries such as Afghanistan. 

Britain has been involved 
there in efforts to eradicate 
opium poppy crops, which 
are used in funding terrorism. 

It is understood that there 
are at least six farming 
businesses in the county 
involved in poppy growing for 
the drugs company Macfarlan

Smith, under licence to the 
Home Office. 

When you drive past the 
poppy fields, the crops can 
clearly be seen although the 
Government will confirm 
nothing of their whereabouts. 

The Home Office rejected 
a Freedom of Information 
request to find out the 
locations of ten sites being 
used to cultivate 281 hectares 
of opium poppies for 
medicinal use. 

Farmer Chris Lay has given 
over 100 acres to poppies. He 
said: 'The poppies are 
harvested at the same time as 
wheat. The company 
harvested the poppies and 
looked after transport." 

Mr Lay said the lilac colour 
of the poppies adds to the 
attractiveness of the 
countryside, while the 
poppies were a good break 


(alternative) crop for arable 
farmers. 

He has been growing 
poppies for five years and 
said a number of farmers in 
Oxfordshire were following 
his example. 

Jonathan Gibbs, head of 
poppy growing operations at 
Macfarlan Smith, said: "We 
are the only company granted 
permission to grow poppies in 
the UK and are the world's 
largest producer of morphine. 

"We provide our growers 
with seed to sow, we give all 
agronomic advice, harvest the 
crop and take it away. 

"The whole crop poppy is 
taken to our processing 
facility where the straw and 
capsule is separated from the 
seed. 

"There is no morphine in 
poppy seeds, which are 
cleaned to 99.95 per cent 
purity and sold for the 
culinary markets. The 
morphine is extracted from 
the straw."

Banbury drivers 
safest in county 


MORE than 36,000 drivers in 
Oxfordshire have penalty points on 
their licence, and 903 have more than 
nine, new data shows. 

Watlington has the highest proportion of 
motorists living in its area who have points - 
almost 15 per cent - although in total 
Abingdon and district has more drivers with 
points than anywhere else in the county - 
2,961 out of 30,754. 

But Banbury's drivers are the safest in the 
county with only 7.02 per cent of its drivers 
having any endorsements on their licence. 

On average just over eight per cent of 
drivers in Oxford have points. 

But overall, 9.53 per cent of the county's 
drivers have points - above the national 
average of 8.9 per cent, but far below some 
of the worst driving areas in the UK. 

Glasgow tops the list, with 14.5 per cent 
of drivers with points on their licences. 

At the other end, Lerwick, in Shetland, 
has the fewest, with just four per cent. 

The statistics, which come from 
Government data, have been gathered by 
national cycling charity CTC.

Chris Peck of the CTC said: "Oxford itself 
has relatively low levels of penalty points. 

"The national average is 8.9 per cent. 

"The lower levels in Oxford may reflect 
the fact that although lots of people may live 
there with a driver's licence, car use is rela¬ 
tively low and people who drive less have a 
lower risk of being caught speeding or 
breaking the law." 

In total 36,203 drivers in Oxfordshire - 
9.53 per cent - have had their licences 
endorsed. 

Road safety campaigner Ted Dewan, who 
campaigned for 20mph limits across 
Oxford, said he was surprised that the city's 
figures were not higher, but said countryside 
roads were much faster. 

"I wouldn't say Oxford has a speeding 
problem," he said. 

"1 am always amazed at how fast you can 
drive on A roads in the countryside." 

CTC officials believe that the discrepancy 
between areas is mainly due to differing lev¬ 
els of traffic policing in different areas.

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Banbury stumble at first hurdle of the RFU Cup as Dunstablians prove too strong in the final quarter 

Bulls get a good goring 


FIELDING a much-changed side 
from last week's league victory a 
youthful Banbury side bowed out of 
the RFU Cup Competition at the 
first fence. 

The sides were evenly matched for 
much of the game but the greater 
strength and experience of the 
Dunstablians told in the final quarter, 
with two late tries to make the game 
safe.

conversion to level the scores. With the 
game approaching half-time the Bulls 
took the lead with a Fogavini penalty, 
but with the final move of the half 
Dunstablians replied with a converted 
try after the Banbury defence gifted them 
possession with a poor clearance from a 
kick ahead. 

Trailing by just four points at the break 
and with the wind now in their favour 
the Bulls were well in the game, and the 
gap was narrowed to a single point with 
a Fogavini penalty, which followed a fine 
break from full-back Carl Daniels, who 
was only denied a try by a last-gasp 
tackle from the Dunstablians' cover 
defence. Dunstablians responded with 
some powerful running from their big 
forwards, punching holes in the Banbury 
defence and establishing a foothold in 
the Banbury 22. 


Good handling from the backs created 
a try in the corner to extend their lead. 

With the game going into the final 
quarter Banbury again narrowed the gap 
with a third Fogavini penalty, but hopes 
of victory were eventually extinguished 
when a cruel bounce from a 
Dunstablians cross kick eluded the 
Banbury defence, allowing the 
Dunstablians' wing to gather and send a 
supporting player in for a simple try. 

Dunstablians' superiority was 
confirmed as they took advantage of a 
tiring Banbury defence to score a further 
converted try and leave themselves 
comfortable and worthy winners.

Desperate times call for desperate 
measures and, when authorities fail 
to solve the case, Aaron 
Guzikowski's script pulls no 
punches as it depicts the father's 
transformation from doting family 
man to snarling Judge, Jury and 
executioner. 

Explosions of violence are 
graphic, Justifying the film's 15 
certificate. 

When characters suffer, they do 
so in sickening close-up. 

The film begins with Keller Dover 
(Hugh Jackman) hunting with his 
teenage son, Ralph (Dylan 
Minnette). 

They return home with a slain 
deer and the entire Dover clan, 
including wife Grace (Maria Bello) 


and daughter Anna (Erin 
Gerasimovich), heads over to the 
home of their neighbours, Franklin 
(Terence Howard) and Nancy Birch 
(Viola Davis), for Thanksgiving 
lunch. 

Soon after, Anna and the Birch's 
girl, Eliza (Zoe Soul), disappear to 
look for a missing whistle and never 
return. 

The two sets of parents are 
distraught and Ralph remembers a 
suspicious RV parked down the 
road. 

Detective Loki (Jake Gyllenhaal) 
and local police arrest the driver, 
Alex Jones (Paul Dano), who has the 
mental age of a 10-year-old. 

Without any evidence to link 
Alex to the crime, police are forced 
to let their prime suspect go back 
into the care of his mother, Holly 
(Melissa Leo). 

So Keller kidnaps Alex at 
gunpoint and holds the young man 
hostage. 

"We hurt him until he talks or 
[the girls] are going to die," Keller 
tells Franklin. 

Prisoners is technically polished 
and director Villeneuve composes 
some stunning images with 
cinematographer Roger Deakins, 
bleached of colour and hope. 

Guzikowski's script pushes Keller 
to the edge of the abyss then 
curiously leaves him standing there 
for the final hour, throwing in 
numerous plot twists and another 
suspect (David Dastmalchian) to 
delay the father's fall from grace.

really sparkles

LOOKING up at the roof of 
Vauxhall's glamorous new supermi¬ 
ni I saw stars — literally. Gleaming 
down from the headlining were 64 
LED lights giving the impression of a 
starry night sky. 

The slightly bizarre sight is one 
of scores of fun touches designed to 
put a smile on your face. And fun is 
what this car is all about. 

The ADAM — the capitals are 
Vauxhall's and like BMW's MINI 
have no place in print — is the first 
Vauxhall to enter the growing 
fashion-led A-sector. 

Like the Mini and the Fiat 500, 
the Adam sparkles with personality. 
And not only does it look good, 
inside and out, it is also a cracking 
little car to drive. Priced from 
£11,255 to £14,000, the three-door, 
two-seater comes in three trim 
levels — colourful Jam, elegant 
Glam and sporty Slam — with a 
choice of 12 body colours include 
'Purple Fiction' and 'James Blonde' 
and three contrasting roof colours 
— 'I'll be Black', 'White my Fire' 
and 'Men in Brown'. 

Sitting behind the wheel you feel 
you are driving an altogether larger 
car. That is partly due to the glitzy 
watch-style instruments and 
chrome-bezeled switches and the 
high level of standard equipment 
fitted which seems almost out of 


place on such a compact car, from 
steering wheel-mounted audio 
controls and air conditioning, to a 
trip computer and blind-spot 
warning.
